Fifty Shades flick whipping 
up trade for vet business 


A VETERINARY supplier has 
seen a huge boost in sales - 
and it is thought a certain 
saucy film may be behind it. 

Demand for whips, collars 
and leads at VioVet, based in 
Bilton Way, went through the 
roof leading up to the release 
of the film version of erotic 
bestseller Fifty Shades of Grey. 

Commercial director, Philip 
Roberts, said: “Sales of whips, 
leads and collars were up 300 
per cent in the run up to 
February 14, compared with 
the previous year. 

“These sales are a far cry 
from the more traditional choc¬ 
olates and flowers. 

“We enjoyed sales of over 550 
leads, collars and whips in the 
last month, compared with just 
over 175 in the same period 
last year. 

“The average number of sales 


for similar products across a 
six month period is around 250 
per month, so we are sure 
there is a Fifty Shades of Grey 
movie and novels link.” 

A spokesman for VioVet said: 
“The company could typically 
anticipate steady sales of these 
traditional accessories, a 
recent spike in sales of these 
items and the timing of the tit¬ 
illating film release suggest the 
purchases may not be solely 
for the owners’ pets.” 

Mr Roberts added: “Our 
warehouse team noticed they 
were picking and packing an 
unusually high number of 
leads, collars and whips and 
needless to say made the obvi¬ 
ous connection to the movie, 
but we would obviously not 
condone people using these 
items for any purpose other 
than for their pets!” 


Spat stalls housing plans

A LEGAL challenge mounted by a 
council accused of not collaborat¬ 
ing with a neighbouring authority 
on housing ‘will not help things’, a 
councillor has said. 

Cllr Sian Timoney, deputy leader of 
Luton Borough Council, said it suit¬ 
ed Central Bedfordshire Council’s 
(CBC) ‘political purposes to say they 
are in battle with Luton’. 

She added that both authorities 
needed to work together to provide 
homes and jobs for residents living 
in both areas. 

Cllr Nigel Young, from CBC, said he 
wanted to work with Luton but felt 
the government’s requirement that 


councils work together had been 
‘incorrectly interpreted by the 
Planning Inspector as a duty to 
agree’. 

Last week an inspector ruled that 
CBC had not co-operated sufficient¬ 
ly with other authorities over its 
development strategy and as a 
result, it needs to withdraw it. 

The authority wants to build 31,000 
homes and create 27,000 new jobs 
between now and 2031, including 
5,400 homes for residents in Luton. 

However, Luton council has argued 
that Central Bedfordshire needs to 
allocate more housing for its resi¬ 
dents. This would mean a further 
6,000 homes needing to be built. 

Cllr Timoney said: “The reason we 
objected was because their local 


plan did not meet the duty to co¬ 
operate and the inspector has 
accepted that our views are correct. 

“It’s now for Central Bedfordshire 
to stop taking the view that we are 
fighting. 

“We need to change the 
record and we need to 
work together for all peo¬ 
ple. I’ve said that people i 
in the local authority area I 
do not live in a bubble 
and they cross bounda¬ 
ries all the time and do not 
stay there. 

“The public want us to work 
together so that there are jobs and 
houses when they need them, so it’s 
incumbent on us to work together.” 

Cllr Nigel Young said his authority 
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was ‘sad rather than angry’ about 
the inspector’s finding. 

He said: “We do want to co-operate 
with Luton. We have co-operated on 
a number of areas such as the 
Al-Ml link, Luton Airport 
expansion and Ml JlOa 
works. 

“This is really just 
about the amount of 
houses we can provide 
for Luton. 

“The challenge is 
what’s called a point of 
law but that does not alter 
our position on providing 
homes for Luton.” 

He added: “We have taken legal 
advice, which is that we have a case 
to make that the duty to co-operate 


was incorrectly interpreted by the 
Planning Inspector as a duty to 
agree, which is quite different. 

“We are committed to sustainable 
development and to serving the best 
interests of our communities, nei¬ 
ther of which could be achieved if 
the development strategy was with¬ 
drawn or rejected.” 

Central Bedfordshire’s legal bid 
follows Luton’s own challenge last 
year against outline approval 
Central Beds gave to a developer’s 
plans to build homes and retail 
space in Houghton Regis. 

The High Court judge had rejected 
all ten grounds of their challenge. 

Luton is currently considering 
whether to take its case to the Court 
of Appeal.

Paedophile’s sex order 
reduced to help his job

A BUILDER who exploited a 
14-year-old girl's ‘crush' on him 
to use her for sex has success¬ 
fully appealed against a court 
order he said would ‘hurt his job 
prospects'. 

Patrick Lionel Joseph Gass, of 
Roebuck Close, Luton, was 25 
when he took advantage of the 
teenager’s infatuation and began 
a sexual relationship with her. 

He progressed from kissing to 
other sexual activity with the 
girl, and eventually engaged in 
full-blown intercourse with her. 

Gass, now 27, was jailed for 
seven years at Luton Crown 
Court in August last year after 
pleading guilty to 10 counts of 
sexual activity with a child. 

He was also hit with a tough 
sexual offences prevention order 
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(SOPO) designed to keep him 
from contacting underage girls. 

On Friday, Lord Justice Davis, 
Mr Justice Stewart and Mr Justice 
Lewis, sitting at 
London’s Criminal 
Appeal Court, 
quashed the 
order. 

They said it 
would have 
unfairly rest¬ 
ricted his 
employment 
prospects after 
his release, and 
replaced it with a less 
onerous order. 

The court heard that Gass used 
‘grooming by flattery’ to seduce 
the teenager. 

“He took advantage of the fact 
that she had a crush on him,” 
said Mr Justice Stewart, who 
added that the offences had a 
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‘devastating effect’ on the 
victim’s family. 

However, the wording of the 
original SOPO, which banned 
him from contact with girls 
under the age of 16, might have 
left him unable to carry out 
his trade after his release. 

“He has worked for many 
years as a builder and it is 
possible that, in future, he 
will be working in his 
trade in a house where 
females under 16 are pre¬ 
sent,” the judge said. 

“We agree that the term is too 
wide and there is a real risk of 
unintentional breach,” he added. 

The judges said that Gass will 
not be in breach of the re-drafted 
SOPO when he leaves prison if he 
has inadvertent contact with 
girls which is ‘not reasonably 
avoidable in the course of nor¬ 
mal life’. 


Backlash over Vice Chancellor’s pay package 

STUDENTS at the University of 
Bedfordshire have hit out at the 
wages earned by the Vice Chancellor. 

Bill Rammell took home a paypack- 
et of more than a quarter of a million 
pounds last year. 

The news comes as a result of a 
newly released study by the 
University College Union, which also 
revealed £26,500 was paid out to 
cover first and business class flights, 
compared to the average of £9,706. 

One student, who asked to remain 
anonymous, said: “The money we’re 
spending on our fees isn’t matching 
up to our student experience. 

“How he can justify the flights. 

What’s wrong with economy?” 

A spokeswoman for the university - 
ranked 115 out of 116 institutions in 
the Guardian’s University League 
Table in June 2014 - said: “The Vice 
Chancellor has requested that his 
salary increases should not exceed 
the percentage range determined for 
other senior staff at the university. 

“In practice, this means that his 
salary will be set on the same basis as 
it is for other staff.” VALUE?: Bill Rammell earns six times the average university staff wage

Prison for dealer with 
£21k drug cash stash

A 28-YEAR-OLD man behind a ‘hit’ 
on his love rival has been jailed for 15 
months after £21,645 in cash was 
found at his home. 

Police discovered the money at the 
Selbourne Road home of Shahzad 
Mahroof, and his family as they inves¬ 
tigated his role in the shooting of 
accountant Atif Ali in 2013. 

Last year, Mahroof {pictured )was 
given a life sentence, with a minimum 
of 15 years, for ordering Mr Ali’s shoot¬ 
ing. This week, he appeared at Luton 
Crown Court via video link from 
prison to plead guilty to concealing 
criminal property. 



Officers found £10,915 at his house 
after Mr Ali’s shooting. He was given a 
15-month term which will run con¬ 
currently to his present sentence. 


Shahzhad’s brother Mumtaz, 24, 
and their father Mohammad, 52, also 
appeared in court. 

Mumtaz was given a 12-month term 
suspended for two years and 250 
hours of unpaid work after admitting 
to possessing criminal property. 

Police had found £10,730 in his bed¬ 
room. 

Mohammad was given a 12-month 
term suspended for two years and 125 
hours of unpaid work. 

He had been given £5,000 by 
Shahzad towards an extension on the 
house in 2012. 

The father will have to pay back to 
the authorities the £5,000. The judge 
also ordered that the £21,645 found at 
the house be forfeited.

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Fire pub set to be 
closed for months

A POPULAR pub hit by a fire 
could be closed for the next 
two months, its owner has 
said. 

The Fancott, inToddington, 
suffered severe damage to its 
outhouse, kitchen and part of 
its main building following 
the blaze on Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

No-one was injured but its 
owner, Paul Wellman, has 
said staff will not be able to 
work there ‘for the next few 
months’. 

It took four fire crews to put 
the blaze out, which Mr 
Wellman said appears to 
have started in one of the 
bins outside the pub. 

Mr Wellman said: “It looks 
like it will be closed for two 
months, because there’s 
quite a lot of damage. 

“The staff are not going to 
be able to work for the next 
few months. 

“It’s too early to say how it’s 
going to affect the business, 
so we really do not know.” 

Since the incident, the pub 
has received a lot of messages 
of support from its customers 
and residents, including the 


local babies and toddlers 
group, BedsBabies, who said 
it is one of the best family 
pubs in Bedfordshire. 

They added: “We love the 
train and play area and fam¬ 
ily atmosphere. 

“Best of luck to them in get¬ 
ting up and running again”. 

Mr Wellman said the sup¬ 
port has been ‘absolutely fan¬ 
tastic’ and unexpected. 

He added: “We really do not 
know how the fire started. 

“It started in one of the bins 


but we do not know anything 
else.” 

“Luckily there were only 
two customers in the build¬ 
ing and three members of 
staff, so we were successful in 
getting people out. 

“When the fire brigade got 
here they had to call more 
fire crews.” 

A spokesman for the 
Bedfordshire Fire & Rescue 
Service said they were still 
investigating the cause of the 
blaze.

ENQUIRIES are now being 
made to establish the cause 
of a house fire which left one 
man dead and two others 
needing treatment. 

The fire tore through the 
ground floor of a house in 
Houghton Regis in the early 
hours of Monday morning. 

Fire crews from Dunstable 
and Toddington attended the 
property in Chelsea Gardens 


at around 1.30am, following 
repeat 999 calls, to find a 
‘fierce’ blaze on the ground 
floor of the two-storey house. 

Firefighters in breathing 
apparatus entered the house 
as it was reported that some¬ 
one might still be inside the 
building. 

The fire started on the 
ground floor and left it devas¬ 
tated. The second floor suf¬ 
fered total damage by smoke. 

One man was rescued from 
the building and treated by 


paramedics at the scene, 
before he was taken to Luton 
and Dunstable hospital. 

A second person, believed 
to be a neighbour, was also 
treated for the effects of 
smoke inhalation at the 
scene. 

Fire Officers later con¬ 
firmed that a third person, a 
man, died at the scene. A 
spokesman for the fire ser¬ 
vice said the blaze was under 
control by 3.25am. Crews 
were on site until 4.30am.

PLANS have been submitted 
to turn the much-loved ABC 
Cinema in Luton town 
centre into a church. 

The cinema has stood 
empty since it closed in 2000 
following years as a popular 
entertainment venue for 
residents. 

London-based Fenton 
Property Management has 
now submitted proposals to 
Luton council and plans to 
sublet the site to a Pentecostal 
church. 

In January this year, Luton 
on Sunday revealed that a 
125-year long leasehold on a 
block in George Street, which 
includes the cinema, was 
owned by a private investor 
from London. 

In an online poll also run by 
Luton on Sunday in January, 
readers said they chose the 
cinema as the building they 
would most like to see 
brought back to use. 

Readers have also been 
leaving comments on 
Facebook this week suggest¬ 
ing what they would want it 
to become. 

Luton Borough Council has 


already received a letter 
about the application from a 
resident concerned that 
parking would become an 
issue once a congregation 
began meeting regularly at 
the venue. 

She also said she believed 
the town centre had ‘very 
little history left’ and that the 
cinema should be used to 
‘draw the community togeth¬ 
er’. 

The cinema opened in 1938 
as the 1,892-seater Savoy 
Cinema, before changing its 
name to ABC in 1961.

“I NEVER thought for one 
day I would quit my coun¬ 
try. It never crossed my 
mind.” 

Those were the words run¬ 
ning through 37-year-old 
Junior Badila’s mind when 
he came to the UK in 2002 
during the war in his home 
country of DR Congo (DRC). 

He had fled following 
threats to his life because of 
his work as a war reporter 
for a daily newspaper. 

Junior was born in Congo’s 
capital Kinshasa, the sixth 
child in a family of seven 
boys and one girl. 

He grew up during the ten¬ 
ure of DRC’s second head of 
state after its independence 
from Belgium, President 
Mobutu Sese Seko, in an 
atmosphere he described as 
‘good’. His father, Alphonse 
Badila, was a senior broad¬ 
caster and it was his career 
that inspired in Junior a 
desire to be a journalist. 

“I grew up within the 
media environment”, Junior 
says. “It’s where I really got a 
taste of being a broadcaster. 

“My dad didn’t want me to 
be part of the broadcasting 
environment because he 
knew that it wasn’t easy for 
him as a broadcaster. 

“At that time there was no 
freedom of press in Congo -

and most African countries 
- so for him it was a risky job 
and he wanted for me not to 
get into it. But he gave me 
something. He gave me a 
taste and it was something 
that I wanted to do.” 

Growing up, hard work 
and excellence was the 
mantra in the Badila house¬ 
hold. This ethos was rein¬ 
forced regularly by both 
parents. Junior’s father 
wanted him to pursue sci¬ 
ence, engineering or maths, 
but his heart was set on 
journalism and he studied it 
at university. 

As he was about to finish 
his studies he was hired by 
the daily newspapers Le 
Palmares and Demain le 
Congo. One of his first 
assignments was to cover 
the Mouvement de 
Liberation du Congo party’s

fight with government forc¬ 
es in the Northern part of 
the country. 

“I witnessed the war as a 
young man and I was a vic¬ 
tim of war”, Junior says. “I 
went to cover it in the 
Northern part of Congo and 
I witnessed the atrocities of 
war. It has affected my 
memory and my life, even 
up to now. 

“I always tell my kids and 
my wife that I will never, 
ever wish for them to wit¬ 
ness what I witnessed. 

“A lot of horrible atrocities 
were committed. I was there 
to cover the issue as a jour¬ 
nalist and there were dead 
bodies all around the villag¬ 
es at that time.” 

As Junior went about his 
work he learnt about threats 
being made against him.

that he would have to leave? 

“I never thought about it”, 
he says. “I never thought for 
one day I would quit my 
country. It never crossed my 
mind. At that time, I’d 
always heard stories about 
Congolese people living 
abroad - it was a normal life 
for them but it was not a nor¬ 
mal life for me. I had my life 
as a young journalist and I 
loved my job.” 

With the help of some con¬ 
tacts Junior managed to 
make it to the UK. He ini¬ 
tially lived in Coventry but 
then moved to Luton. 

During this period he says 
he faced the ‘daunting chal¬ 
lenge’ of learning English 


and supporting himself 
through various jobs and 
translation work. 

Why did he choose Luton? 

“The diversity, really. 
Luton’s quite a diverse town. 

“At that time I was living in 
Coventry and I had a family 
friend in Luton who I came 
to visit and I saw a very ener¬ 
getic and diverse town. 

“I remember it was in May 
so I went to the carnival. It 
was something that I joined 
and felt part of. I felt this is 
the town I wanted to live in.” 

Since moving to Luton, 
Junior has returned to his 
first love of journalism, 
firstly through a stint with 
BBC 3 Counties Radio and 


currently with his own 
online radio station, Africa 
UK Radio. 

He is also married with 
three children and says he 
has ‘learned a lot as a jour¬ 
nalist and broadcaster’. 

He adds, “I always say 
Britain is my second coun¬ 
try and I love to be here. 

“My kids were born here 
and they feel British but 
they still have the Congolese 
values in them, so have a 
mixture of both. 

“I also have a lot of mixed 
feelings in terms of what I 
lost in Congo and what I’ve 
gained here. So it has been a 
kind of give and take situa¬ 
tion, really.”

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Police officer fined

A BEDFORDSHIRE Police inspector 
has been fined £500 after a jury found 
him guilty of assaulting a woman.

Lost items bill for 
service of £200k

AN under-fire ambulance 
service has lost equipment 
worth more than £215,000 in 
the past two years including 
a vomit bowl. 

Between 2012 and 2014, the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service (EEAST) misplaced 
30 special laptops costing 
£2,500 each and 10 defibrilla¬ 
tors worth £90,000. 

Staff also lost 64 thermom¬ 
eters worth £72 each, 16 blood 
glucose monitors, a stretcher 


costing more than £8,000, 
and most bizarrely a vomit 
bowl normally stored in their 
ambulances. 

The data was released fol¬ 
lowing a Freedom of 
Information request made by 
a member of the public. 

Trust manager Karl 
Edwards, blamed “dynamic” 
and “chaotic” situations for 
equipment being left at the 
scene, saying that the focus 
was placed on giving the best 
possible care and they were 
putting a great deal into mak¬ 
ing sure they put practices 


and measures in place to 
minimise this going forward. 

The items were all classified 
as “lost” rather than stolen, 
the trust confirmed, although 
it said it did not know how 
many of the items had subse¬ 
quently been found. 

Andy Silvester, campaign 
director for the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, described the situa¬ 
tion as “ludicrous”, saying 
£215,000 was an “awful lot of 
money” and that he was 
shocked the trust didn’t know 
if any of the items had been 
returned.

A MAN has been convicted of 
laundering more than £1 
million. 

Akram Ul-Haq, 37, of 
Emerald Road, was convicted 
of several counts of money 
laundering and laundered 
£1.3 million of money from a 
firm of solicitors. 

He was also convicted of 
conspiracy to commit fraud, 
alongside Nighat Sultana, 35, 
also of Emerald Road. 


The two stole £176,000 from 
a Chinese company, and 
£98,000 from an Israeli com¬ 
pany. 

The offences began in 
September 2011. 

Victims from China and 
Israel travelled to Luton in 
2012 to report their crimes, 
and following extensive 
investigations by Bedford¬ 
shire Police, the two were 
arrested on 24 September 
2012. 

Investigation Officer Gary 
Hales said: “Our commit¬ 


ment to protecting people 
and fighting crime was 
shown during this complex 
investigation, which took 
more than two years, and 
we’re pleased that justice has 
been done.” 

Ul-Haq and Sultana were 
sentenced at Luton Crown 
Court on February 26, with 
Ul-Haq receiving five years of 
immediate imprisonment, 
and Sultana receiving a nine 
month community order 
along with a supervision 
requirement and a curfew.

FILMS about con artists can be 
tricky. 

Often the spark and charm is 
sucked out of the story not long 
after loving gazes are cast across 
crowded rooms and a string of 
dizzy double crosses ensues. 

Fortunately Focus avoids all those 
cliches to deliver a smart and sexy 
story that sees Will Smith return to 
a charming and confident role for 
the first time in a while. 

Smith stars as master conman 
Nicky who takes novice thief Jess 
under his wing to teach her the 
tricks of his trade. 

Jess learns quickly and the pair’s 
relationship soon turns from busi¬ 
ness to romance, but when she 
grows too close for comfort Nick 
abruptly calls things off. 

Three years later Jess is an accom¬ 
plished femme fatale and turns up 
in the middle of Nicky’s latest high 
stakes scam on the race circuit. 

As the stakes reach dangerous lev¬ 
els Nicky’s feelings for Jess threaten 
to throw him off his game and land 
them both in danger. 

Focus is near flawless as it deliv¬ 
ers slick laughs and tense moments, 
often switching effortlessly 
between the two. 

With scams of all sizes it would be 
difficult to keep up if it wasn’t for 
the sizzling dynamic between Will 
Smith and Margot Robbie. 

The up and coming Robbie is 
stunning in every scene and proves 
she can keep up with the acting 


heavy weights. Smith oozes his 
trademark charisma and his unique 
blend of comedy and drama make 
this film highly enjoyable. 

But it’s Robbie’s ability to bounce 
around quips of her own to comple¬ 
ment Smith’s wit that really take it 
to the next level. 

Adrian Martinez also stands out 
as the openly perverse and foul 


mouthed Farhad who steals the 
lime light from Smith in several 
laugh out loud moments. 

The script can be ludicrous in 
places and the plot a little cliche 
with twist after twist which, quite 
frankly, we couldn’t care about.

WHO’D have thought it?! The hottest tourist 
attraction in Bedfordshire is a chilli farm. 
That’s according to visitors voting with their 
mouse via online review site, Trip Advisor. 

This week we compiled the top 14 places 
to visit in the county, as judged by online 
reviewers, and Edible Ornaments emerged 
as the most popular way to while away an 
afternoon in Bedfordshire. The garden cen¬ 
tre, based in Chawston, combines traditional 
tea-rooms with a pick-your-own chilli nurs¬ 
ery. People from all over the country order 
fiery sauces, edible flowers and gourmet 
chilli-chocolate from the Cherwood nursery. 

But that wasn’t the only attraction that had 
visitors crowing. More than 200 people gave 
the Birds of Prey Centre in Wilstead an 
‘excellent’ rating. The English School of 
Falconry, one of the largest bird of prey 
centres in the country, offers introductions 
to handling as well as flying displays. 

The beautiful country-parks that surround 
Bedford also impressed Trip Advisor review¬ 
ers. Scoring 85 per cent, the forest of 
Marston Vale was described by one reviewer 
as ‘a lovely family park to relax and spend a 
few hours in’. 

Harrold-Odell and Priory country parks 
both received top notch reviews for pict- 
eresque landscapes and varied wildlife. 

Reviewers picked out Esquires as their 
favourite live music venue, on average rating 
it 5/5 as a ‘proper spit and sawdust venue 
for Indie and Rock music’. Acts including 
The Libertines, Elbow and Coldplay have 
performed on its intimate main stage. 

The ever-popular The Three Tuns pub in 
Biddenham was singled out as one of 
Bedfordshire’s best eateries. Reviewers 
ethused about the pub’s ‘sublime’ desserts 
and ‘friendly’ manager.

THEY didn’t call it the Swinging Sixties for no 
reason - 50 years ago a group of girls from 
Luton were making soundwaves with their 
angelic voices. 

Now, as part of English Tourism Week, there 
will be a celebration of the famous Luton Girls’ 
Choir starting from March 14. 

The group was founded in 1932 as a local 
church choir and they first performed in 1936 
under the direction of their long-term choir 
master Arthur Davis MBE. 

They toured Denmark, Australia and New 
Zealand as well as on the BBC and they also 
produced many recordings. 

Wardown Park Museum will host an exhibi¬ 
tion where memorabilia gathered from fami¬ 
lies of choir members will be on display. 

Veronica Main, who is the Significant 
Collections Curator for Luton Culture, said 
they had been asked by Experience 
Bedfordshire for famous people in Luton they 
wanted to highlight, so they chose the choir. 

She said: “They were really significant and 
they put the town on the map in the 1960s. 
They went all over the world and they brought 
huge joy to people. We thought that’s who we 
want to represent, so we put out a plea asking 
people who were in the girls choir to get in 
touch. As a result we had a super response.” 

Among the items that came in was a blazer 
worn by one of the members. One of its pock¬ 
ets had a speech which the choir made before 
their events began. 

Veronica added: “We want the exhibition to 
be a trigger for more people to come and 
share their memories.”

“He’s an old person behaving 
disgracefully on stage and this 
has some appeal to the older 
generation as well - he’s mis¬ 
behaving in a way most people 
aren’t allowed to.” 

Delaney has spent the best 
part of his career touring as 
Count Arthur but before life as 
a comedian, he was an aspir¬ 
ing carpenter. 

“I am a pretty good carpen¬ 
ter. I could have had quite a 
successful business as a car¬ 
penter and I very nearly did. 

“I have developed alongside 
Arthur. I learnt to write with 
Arthur, I learnt to write scripts 
through him.”

The Volkswagen Passat really hits the ground 
running in version eight. More spacious and 
stylish with a range of economical diesel engines 
and an all-wheel drive 240PS flagship, the Passat 
builds in a host of high-tech features but still 
majors on ride quality and cabin refinement. 

This is the section where we normally muse about power 
outputs, steering feel and how a car handles, but none of 
that is really that germane to a discussion on the Passat. 
Here, its all about refinement and ride quality. Not a lot 
else matters. With that in mind, we were quite surprised 
to find Dynamic Chassis Control (DCC), a function 
that alters the steering weighting, the sharpness of the 
throttle response and the firmness of the suspension on 
the options list. It seems a bit ‘ evo magazine 
for the Passat. 

Big sales depend on the 2.0-litre 150PS diesel engine 
and its a unit that’s respectably refined, doing its best 
work between 2,250 and 3,500rpm with precious little 
in the way of vibration or diesel rumble entering the 
cabin. The 1.6-litre 120PS diesel isn’t quite so impressive, 
but graduate further up the range and you’ll find a 
WOPS 2.0 TDI and the range-topping all-wheel drive 
biturbo 2.0-litre, good for a hefty 240PS. There’s even a 
GTE plug-in petrol/electric hybrid model offered. The 
manual gearbox has evolved into something Volkswagen 
is rightly proud of, although a DSG twin-clutch still 
seems a more natural fit for the Passat. As ever, the 
17-inch wheel and tyre set will offer better ride comfort 
than the stiffer-sidewalled 18-inch rubber. 


The formula for the success of the Passat is one that 
Volkswagen has very carefully tweaked and perfected 
over the last 42 years, but it’s really been since the launch 
of the 1996 fifth-generation car that the Passat has found 
its niche. This latest car offers more finesse, higher tech 
options, some eminently sensible financial propositions 
as well as a real cracker of a flagship to act as the 
halo product. 


Would you buy one over a 3 Series or an Audi A4 
though? A few years ago, the answer would only have 
been positive if you needed to haul a serious load of 
photocopier spares or, if you were a private buyer, you 
were on the leisurely side of the retirement threshold. 
These days, the Passat is a more aspirational item and 
there’s a certain cool about it that stems from not being 
seen to be trying too hard. We like that. Volkswagen will 
too if advance orders are anything to go by. 


In fact, the latest car is a touch shorter but both lower 
and wider than before and with 79mm more built into 
the wheelbase, there’s more space in the cabin. 

The dashboard is a good deal more setsquare than 
before, although Volkswagen would probably call it 
architectural’. It now features a big central screen and a 
set of optional digital ‘virtual’ dials. The seats, as in most 
Volkswagens, initially feel unyielding but are supremely 
comfortable over longer distances. Three adults can fit in 
the back too. The boot measures an enormous 586-litres 
(up from 565) while the estate gets even more, with 
650-litres available under the tonneau (up from 603).

IT was “Bring Me Sunshine” before kick-off but it 
was doom, gloom and “give me strength” at the 
final whistle as Luton fought back from 2-0 down 
but suffered a sickening late Luke Wilkinson own 
goal against ten-man Morecambe. 

The Shrimps and the Hatters are permanent¬ 
ly linked by legendary comedian Eric 
Morecambe, but even the funny-man would 
have struggled to make light of Town’s inept 
fiasco of a first half performance, where they 
were fortunate to only concede two goals. 

More pleasing was their fightback to level at

On their first half showing ‘The Library’ 
would have been apt, perhaps even ‘The House 
of Pain’ as the impressive Jack Redshaw ran riot 
and should have scored within 95 seconds. 

McGeehan could and probably should have 
seen red in the fifth minute for a reckless chal¬ 
lenge that missed the ball and swiped Laurence 
Wilson’s legs from him. It lit the blue touch 
paper for a niggly encounter, which was exac¬ 
erbated by the now obligatory ignoring of a 
Hatters penalty claim. 


That came five minutes in when Luke 
Guttridge was poleaxed by keeper Andreas 
Arestidou. A corner was Town’s only reward 
while referee Carl Berry, like so many of his 
peers, was justifiably installed as the panto¬ 
mime villain. 

“It’s becoming tiring” was how Lawless 
described their spot-kick struggles afterwards. 

That was polite. In fact, it’s worse than that 
and it’s getting to the point where the crowd 
chant of “you don’t know what you doing” 
should be adopted by fourth tier referees as an 
official anthem. 

Despite his incompetence, Mr Berry wasn’t 
responsible for the hosts shipping two goals. 

The Morecambe opener, when it came on 18 
minutes, was a thing of simplicity.

The Dorset side started the Southern 
Premier Division clash brightly and took the 
lead in the 23rd minute, when Chris Shephard 
slotted home following a neat one-two. 

Just ten minutes later the advantage was 
doubled when Stewart Yetton tucked the ball 
home for his 24th goal of the season. 


Dunstable came roaring back though and 
Jamal McKenzie-Lowe reduced the deficit 
with 64 minutes gone, before Charlie Henry 
netted the equaliser ten minutes later. 

The crucial goal came about when 
Weymouth switched off at the back. 

Their defenders were appealing for a hand¬ 
ball, giving Henry the space for a free strike at 
goal, which he buried to give Dunstable a 
share of the spoils. 

Dunstable are 13th in the table following 
the point. 

In the Southern League Division One 
Central, Barton Rovers ran out 2-0 winners 
over Leighton Town to keep the pressure on 
the play-off pack. 


The clash at Sharpenhoe Road started 
brightly for the hosts, with Jack Keating com¬ 
ing close to opening the scoring for Barton in 
the 20th minute.

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McNulty’s ire after 
fracas at full-time

LUTON captain Steve McNulty has 
blasted the “small minority” of 
fans that forced a fracas at the end 
of yesterday's 3-2 home defeat to 
ten-man Morecambe and called on 
them to meet him at the club's 
training ground to talk about it 
“like men”. 

The Hatters suffered a cruel 
reverse when Luke Wilkinson’s late 
own goal killed off a Town revival in 
which Cameron McGeehan and 
Alex Lawless had drawn them level 
after going two goals down in the 
first half. It was Luton’s second 
defeat in a row and ended a 15-game 
unbeaten home streak in League 
Two, with Town slipping to fifth in 
the table and six points off auto¬ 
matic promotion. 

As the teams walked to the tunnel 
after the final whistle there was a 
commotion in the crowd, the skip¬ 
per had to be restrained by team¬ 
mates and staff and manager John 
Still also had words. 

“This negativity around the place, 
I just don’t understand it,” said 
McNulty, adding: “It’s just a small 
minority but I don’t understand 
where they’re coming from or what 
they’re getting out of it. 


“If someone had offered us this 
position at the start of the season, 
with 11 games to go and [being] in 
the mix for an automatic promotion 
place, I think we’d have taken it. 

“I don’t understand the negativity 
but I invite any of them down to the 
training ground if they do it the 
right way and get in touch with the 
club. If they want to come down, 
we’ll sit down and we’ll have a prop¬ 
er chat about it. 

“There’s no point in shouting from 
behind the rails. It’s not helping 
anyone but it’s just a small minority. 


“We thank everyone else that is 
getting behind the team. It’s disap¬ 
pointing to be talking about that at 
this late stage in the season.” 

The centre back had mentioned in 
his programme notes that “negativ¬ 
ity is not wanted” and he admitted 
afterwards of ill feeling among a 
small number of the crowd, saying 
“you could feel it sneaking in over 
the past couple of weeks.” 

He added: “I don’t see what they’re 
getting out of it. It’s stupid and it’s a 
small minority, but I don’t under¬ 
stand what they get out of shouting 


at us when we’re going off the pitch. 

“We all need to pull together at 
this time of the season and have a 
right go at getting in that top three.” 

McNulty’s offer to the culprits of a 
chat at the training ground drew 
parallels with his predecessor in the 
captain’s role, Ronnie Henry, and 
his intervention with unhappy fans 
last term - a milestone which is 
often attributed to Town’s turn 
towards the Conference title. 

“There was an incident last season 
but we went on and won the league 
comfortably and I think that’s when 
the relationship turned,” said 
McNulty. 

“I don’t know the history of what 
has gone on before but we’re all here 
to do a job and we all want exactly 
the same thing which is to get up 
through these leagues.” 

While also praising the majority of 
fans who clapped the team off the 
pitch, the skipper also issued a word 
of warning to the minority, saying: 
“If they’re going to be like that then 
I don’t see the point in them com¬ 
ing. We’ve got a lot of young lads in 
the team and that will bother them. 

“It doesn’t bother me. People can 
stand there and say what they want 
to me but we’ve got a lot of young 
players that it will affect and they 
will go into their shells so we need 
to knock that on the head and all 
pull together.”
